Lest We Forget 


A quarter of a century has now gone 
by since the World War began. The men 
and women who endured its grim agonies 
have already been touched with the crown 
of martyrdom, for their bravery preserved 
freedom’s heritage from being crushed by 
a military despotism. Once again the Brit- 
ish Empire saved itself by its exertions 
and the world by its example. 

Why did Canada take her part in the 
tragedies of these turbulent years? Had 
she been ready to betray her destiny, she 
might have cowered in a smug and selfish 
security while the rest of the world burned 
up in the furnace of war. With proud dis- 
dain she spurned the ignoble choice. An 
heroic generation was placed as a precious 
sacrifice upon the altar of freedom so that 
humanity might not be enslaved by the 
scourge of a desolating military tyranny. 

Canada fought for no selfish ends, she 
coveted no new territories, she sought to 
found no lasting enmities in Europe. All 
she desired was a partnership between 
peoples, sustained by a spirit of justice, 
that would banish war to the dark obliv- 
jon it had so richly earned by its age-old 
infamies. Canada, almost alone among the 
Allies, resolutely refused to accept one 
inch of territory from the defeated na- 
tions. The Treaty of Versailles may have 
many blemished pages: few of them were 
written at the instance of this country. 

The memory of the valiant dead is pro- 
faned, the idealism of the war generation 
is dishonored, unless the world’s states- 
men spare no effort today to establish on 
earth a peace of justice that shall abide, 
now and evermore. 


The New Leader 


With its selection of Mr. Ronning of 
Camrose as its leader, the C.C.F. has told 
Alberta it is ready for the provincial elec- 
tion. The platform on which it plans to 
conduct its campaign is a carefully drawn 
document. Nor is the party suffering from 
an excess of pessimism. Its new president, 
Mr. Roper, and its national organizer, Mr. 
Garland, both predict that in the next 
twelve months the C.C.F. will confound its 
critics by the increase in its strength. Of 
course this may be not so much a correct 
prophecy as a fine example of wishful 
thinking. Only time can tell. 

If his past career is any omen of his 
conduct as a party leader, the electors 
of the province need expect from Mr. Ron- 
ning no strident abuse of his opponents, no 
promise of Utopia for breakfast. It is a 
hard task to persuade Albertans that the 
time is now ripe to embark upon the ex- 
periment of socialism in one province. 
But Mr. Ronning is certain to receive a 
fair hearing for any fair case or criticism 
he has to make. 

The other parties had best be told, 
bluntly and candidly, that their mistakes 
are the best friends the C.C.F. has. If they 
cling to the old paths, forget that the only 
difference between a groove and a grave 
is in its depth, they will be cast aside by a 
province hungry for social reform. 

The only answer to Socialism is social 
justice. As long as capitalism remains tol- 
erable it will be tolerated. Social reform is 
an insurance against Socialism. A blind 
Tory who resists all change is the grave- 
digger of the system he tries to defend. 
Only increased liberty, and a larger mea- 
sure of personal secifrity, can give the 
present social system a certificate of im- 
mortality. 


Attention All Vandals 


Some people in Edmonton, whether 
children or adults, certainly have quaint 
ideas about having a good time. They 
seem to take an unholy delight in damag- 
ing public property. A few nights ago, for 
example, some thirty windows at Mc- 
Dougall School were broken by vandals. 
This was no isolated accident: it was a 
calculated outrage done by persons with 
no sense of public responsibility or private 
honor.

Obviously, policemen and probation 
officers cannot be expected to keep watch 
at all hours over school property. The co- 
operation of parents and the general pub- 
lic must be enlisted if a halt is to be called 
to thie deliberate defiance of the public 
good by a few misguided individuals. Any-

state, city taxpayers are charged a thou- 
sand dollars just to replace glass panes 
broken by someone who thinks it fun to 


one seeing these vandals at work should 
think it a moral duty to report the offence 
at once to the police. This thing must be 
stopped, and stopped now. 

A youngster who has so perverted a 
sense of values as to enjoy harming school 
property should be taught, ere it is too 
late, the very profitable lesson that it is 
possible to push insolence to the point of 
illegality.

The most popular poem for school recitation 
purposes for the past fifty years is “Curfew 
Shall Not Ring Tonight.” It’s author, Mrs. Rosa 
Hartwick Thorpe died the other day at the ripe 
age of 89. I hope that where she has gone she 
will receive a reward for writing that popular 

poem. She never received a 
A POET GOES red cent from it on earth, 
TO HER REWARD though it was printed in 

every English-speaking coun- 
try. Just to show how artists get trimmed by 
people with acquisitive minds, the story of Rosa 
Hartwick (Thorpe) is worth hearing. Rosa was 
a young schoolteacher of 117 when she wrote 
“Curfew Shall Not Ring Tonight.” She had 
been reading a story of Cromwellian days on 
that theme. The title line kept ringing through 
her mind while she tried to work out a lesson 
in arithmetic. So she wrote the poem on a 
school slate, copying it into a book afterwards. 

Four years later as a young bride in Detroit, 
she sent the poem with others to the editor of 
the Detroit Advertiser, asking if he would 
accept them as part payment of a year’s sub- 
scription. The canny editor used “Curfew” but 
replied, regretting that the rules of the paper 
prevented him paying for poetry. However, he 
suggested that she send her future work to the 
magazines—which she did to her profit. 

So popular became “Curfew Shall Not Ring 
Tonight” that Queen Victoria appointed a Com- 
mission to verify the story, if possible. The 
Commission located the church at Chertsey, 
and found the old bell, cast in 1310. A shrewd 
Englishman bought the church timbers, and cut 
them into tiny clappers for smal] bells he sold 
as souvenirs of the story. He made a fortune, 
but forgot to send the smallest part of it to the 
author who had omitted to copyright her poem 
before first publication. So I hope Rosa who 
got nothing for her poem on earth in tangible 
reward, gets credit for it in Heaven. Wouldn’t 
a Poets’ Corner in Paradise be a popular place!

ter. The moralists need not lash themselves 
over this autumnal friendship of the 46-year-old 
author and his 18-year-old sweetheart. It 
brought Dickens much more misery than happi- 
ness. As for Miss Ternan, she received a thou- 
sand pounds under Dickens’ will, and married 
a clergyman. 

It’s a mistake to confuse the artist with the 
man—the sentimentalist and reformer full of 
pity and love of the old-fashioned virtues, and 
the man, unhappy in his domestic life and 
warming to the smiles of youth and a pretty 
face. The man must be judged by his work, 
not by his frailties. How thought-provoking, 
this episode of the great man’s daughter, going 
to her grave filled with bitterness for her 
father's lapse from continence. One might base 
a moving story on that theme.

Record Year in Gold Production 

Production of gold in Canada averaged 
155,000 fine ounces per month in 1929. In 1937, 
it amounted to 341,350 ounces per month, 
monthly output exceeding 350,000 ounces in 
October for the first time in history. This level 
was maintained during the early part of 1938 but 
in July the 400,000 mark was reached with out- 
put at 420,778 ounces, the record for any month 
being established in December with total pro- 
duction at 433,877 ounces. 

During 1939, the 400,000 ounce level has been 
well maintained, the average output for the first 
four months of the year being 405,826 fine ounces 
with a value of more than $14,200,000. On this 
basis it may be confidently anticipated that the 
total gold produced in Canada during 1939 may 
reach 5,000,000 ounces with a value of $175,000,- 
000. This compares with actual production’ of 
4,096,213 ounces valued at $143,326,493 in 1937 
and 4,679,685 ounces and $164,561,123 in 1938.

“Honorable” Exile 


It has not apparently been found necessary 
by General Franco to liquidate the generals, 
Quiepo de Llano and Juan Yague, who protested 
against the rising tide of fascism in the New 
Spain that.was to be Oh! so friendly to Britain 
and to France. General de Llano, it appears, is 
to be sent to the Argentine as Franco's am- 
bassador there. 

This bright idea is the development of the 
Italian Fascist technique. Followers of Mus- 
solini who displeased the Duce but upon whose 
gratitude they had a claim, or who had a large 
and popular following, were not liquidated as 
were the liberals and socialists of Italy. They 
were instead deported to distant lands there to 
suffer exile in honorable posts. To Libya went 
Marshal Balbo when that intrepid blackguard 
overstepped the party line. To London went 
Count Grandi when that suave diplomat became 
too prominent in Rome to suit the Duce’s taste. 

Thus, now, Quiepo de Lano goes to Buenos 
Aires where he has time and leisure to meditate 


the lesson that it does not do, in a totalitarian * 


state, to become unduly restive under commands 
from above.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Study In Fuehrers 


The United States may have its Fritz Kuhn 
and its German-American Bund, but it at least 
does not have a Sir Oswald Mosley and a self- 
styled Fascist movement which is a real menace 
to traffic. A few hours after Fuehrer Kuhn was 
arrested on an auto trip in Massachusetts Eng- 
land’s inimitable Sir Oswald Mosley was ad- 
dressing an indoor audience of about 10,000 in 
London. Sir Oswald spoke from a platform 30 
feet high in front of “a tremendous expanse of 
white bunting trimmed with blue.” The hall was 
ornamented with the Union Jack and also with 
“the emblem of British fascism, a jagged bolt of 
lightning.” A melodramatic touch was added by 
“half a dozen youths wearing leopard skins.” Sir 
Oswald on his high platform looked small, but 
his voice boomed satisfactorily through the loud- 
speakers. Such are the wonders of modern 
science. 

The speaker denounced his former associates 
in the Labor party as “tame cats,” the “Oxford 
Intellectuals” as “mincing sissies,” and the Con- 
servatives in similar terms. He was against 
guarantees to what he described as the “Dago 
Powers,” advocated a “Monroe Doctrine” for 
Germany in Eastern Europe and disarmament in 
Western Europe, and suggested the return of 
mandated territories. After this, he was sure, 
England could meet Hitler “around the table,” 
to the merry notes of a general anti-Semitic toc- 
sin. But let the sacred soil of the British Empire 
be threatened, and Mr. Mosley and his followers, 
some clad in leopard skins and some, supposedly, 
in more conventional attire, would rise as one 
man. 

Peace and patriotism are good bait anywhere. 
Yet with religious intolerance and the radical 
myth added, they were not good enough to make 
a Nuremberg rally out of Sir Oswald’s tea party. 
He spoke to 10,000 full seats, some of them re- 
tailed at $2.50 each, but to 4,000 empty seats 
which the pullers-in at the door had not been 
able even to give away. 

Sir Oswald may conceivably be more danger- 
ous to England than Fuehrer Fritz is to the 
United States, but it will be some time yet before 
he is installed at 10 Downing Street—New York 
Times. 


On This Date 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Twenty-five years ago today the great war 
began. Other commentators will probably 
recall the happenings of that fateful August 4 
as it affected the British Empire and the whole 
world. But since this is a Canadian comment 
let us look back and see what took place here. 
The Dominion cabinet was in session all day, 
held in three sittings. The third was hardly 
under way when, at 8:55 p.m. (Canadian time), 
the telegram came announcing that war had 
been declared. Immediately an order-in-council 
was passed summoning parliament to meet in 
special session. 

“Although,” Sir Robert Borden wrote, “the 
events of the past few days had quite prepared 
us for this result, it came at the lest as a shock. 
None of us at that time anticipated the terrible 
duration of the war agony; but we did Yealize 
that the struggle would be intense. White (later 
Sir Thomas) graphically described it as the 
‘suicide of civilization.’ It was difficult to retain 
one’s balance in the unexpected and bewilder- 
ing environment that had enveloped us in what 
seemed but a moment.” 

Then, while steps were in progress to organ- 
ize Canadian military units, the cabinet, on the 
suggestion of Mr. (later Sir George) Perley, 
then in London as acting high commissioner, 
cabled to London an offer of 1,000,000 bags of 
flour as Canada’s initial gift to the mother 
country. The colonial secretary's reply was 
eloquent of British gratitude: 

“Upon behalf of the people of the United 
Kingdom, His Majesty's government accepts 
with deep gratitude the splendid and welcome 
gift of flour from Canada, which will be of the 
greatest use for the steadying of prices and the 
relief of distress in this country. We can never 
forget the generosity and promptitude of this 
gift and the patriotism from which it springs.”
